tiiemselvee peraona aon grata to the 
United States Ctovemment'. by im- 
proper aetlvltloa in connectiou with 
naval and military matters. 

The Sir:retary acted with full ap- 
proval ot President Wilson, who Is 
unde-rstoiMi to have determined that 
tho United States shall be rid of for- 
eign oillciala who make themselves 
obnoxious by netlvity harmfnl to the 
nation's best interests. 

The State department made its re- 
<iuest three days ago, through Count 
von Bemstorff, the German ambas- 
sador, aad the annonncement of the 
fact waa withheld as a matter of 
courtesy to Oe.rmauy and to prevent 
the charge being made that tho Jtiry 
trying thu warship 8Ui)))ly coii.sp'rii- 
tors of llic I !
